ity. 

America should rejoice that it isso, tor 
thus has Annapolis been preserved ays aur 
country’s most truly colonial city, You 
may winder abont this fine old community 

and fee) that you are living in those dra- 
sh days. when the little ctv on the 


Severn had o major part in shaping the 


course of the Nation's history. 

Gong down to the water front, you can 
pick owt a smiling ¢roft ond vision the 
ssyuare-sterned, 6o-ton brigantine,, Peay 
Stewart, which, on Octoler 05, 1774, ar- 
tived at Annapolis from England ‘with an 
assorted cargo, inchicding 17 packages of 
tea. Anthony Stewart, the owner of the 
brig, was a Marvlander who had signed 
the nonmmpartation agreement. In order 
to anioad the bulk of the eargo, he rashly 
paid the duty on the tea. 

When he was called to accotmt be 
hegged to be allowed to burn the tea pub- 
licly. But he was not to escape so hirhthy. 
Finally Stewart purged liimself by under- 
taking to born his bre, with the tea 
aboard, lis offer was accepted, and the 
dei was rit airceind. atid bored! to the 
waters edge, in apen day, by men who 
operated! tm road daylight, wore tio. tis- 
frutses, and were ready to admit their act 
and: abtde is consequences. 

According to John ‘Galloway, an cye- 
witness, the majority would have been 
satished to burn the tea; bot, however 
that moy be, it was an act that fired the 
Colonies and cast Marvland's lot irrevoca- 
bly with the forces of freedom. A pic- 
ture of the firing of the Peqay Stewurt 
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hangs on the. walls of the statehotse. 
(The Boston ‘Tea Party took place on 
December 16,.1773:) 

Charles Carroll headed the delegation 
chosen at Aminpolts to represent the prov- 
mce im the Continental Congress. 

When it came his turn to sign the 
Declaration of Independence, there was 

some lantering remark a . whether the 
praia would hang singly or hang to 
gether, if the Reverition’ Mead fail.

Begun in 1772, the Marylanc! Cayitol is 
filled with memeries of those eventful 
years. Scores of pictures that grace its 
walls are of that famous hady of soldiers, 
the Marviond [ane —comypyenies, resti- 
ments, and brigades of which fought.on 
every major Revolutionary Vatle tele 
from Massachusetts ta Georgia. 

We cee them holding open the jaws of 
the trip that had teen set for Washing- 
tan's army in what is now Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn, and gaining for the Come- 
mander-in-Chief “an hour more precious 
to American liberty than anv other in its 
history.” We see them so delaying Howe's 
march on Philadelphia that he was unable 
to go to the rescue of the beleaguered 
British at Saratea, which sealed the fate 
af Biirgovie. 

The vorce of Gener) Washington him- 
self comes down the vears, a4 he told 
Ramsay at Monmouth that “if yeu can 
stop the British for ten minutes, unital I 
can form, you will save my army.” He 
held them thirty minutes! And we hear 
General Greene saying of a charge by the 
Marylanders at Evtaw Springs that “il 
exceeded anything 0 ever saw.”

While her soldiers were fighting so 
vahantly, her statesmen, mecting in the 
halls-of the old statehintse at Arinapolis, 
onginated a quoncer thought that pre- 
vented the Colonies from falling apart 
after their victory. With ereat foresielt, 


the Maryland leaders realizedl thot the 


harmonious relations existing between the 
thirteen Colones tmitst inevitalily be de- 
strayed, after the triumph of American 


arms, by hitter disputes arising as to the 


ownership of the vast region northwest 
of the Ohio, east of the Mississippi, and 
saith of the Creat Lakes. 

These lands inchided an inmmense tri- 
angular territory, nearly one thotsand 
miles on a side, well watered, exceedingly 
fertile, and with fine climate, which when 
settled wok! become of great value. 

As early as Oetoher 15, 1777. one 
month hetore the Articles of Conferer- 
hon were proposed to the lewislatures far 
ratification, Maryland asserted in Con- 
gress thet this vast demain, tithe to which 
was ill-defined aul conflicting. shold he 
placer] ander the sovercignty of the Na- 
thonal Gravertinernit, 

The “Instructions” af Maryland to her 
delepates, which were later rend in Cott= 
eress {May 21, 1779), recite: 

“We are convinced, policy am!) fastire 
require, Hata coontry noetiled at the eom- 
menerment of this war, claimed by the 
British crown, amd) ceded to mt by the treaty 
of Parts, if: wreste!

For a jong. time Maryland raised her 
voice alone; but gradually the other 
Slates were conymeed af the fairiess anid 
wisdem of her stand and the necessity 
of the program she urged, if any lasting 
nation were to be the fit of the Revo- 
lution, New York, Virginian, Massachn- 
setts, and Connecticaat generously ceded 
their territorial claims to the Natit, 

But Marvland’s clear-sirhted and ef- 
fectrye course hind achieved something: fier 
greater than tmorely removing the cause 
of future strife between jealous Colonies : 
by her insistence on the creation! af a ma- 
tional domain she welded the most ef- 
fective honed that could have heen cheviser! 
for-a lasting union. When peace came 
the thirteen States found themselves joint 
owners of this great territory, and their 
commen interest in developing their joint 
property and parceling jt qut, into new 
States heli) them together, when thev 
might easily hove drifted apart if they 
had had oo such econemic bird.

Through Johns Hopkins University and 


Meclical Schools and Hospital the city 
of Baltimore touches humwnity every- 
where. When the great, noble-minded 
Quaker banker and merchant whose name 
they hear gave his fortune for the found- 
ing of a hospetal ane the establishment af 
a university, be left it in the hands of far- 
visioned men

Outside our car windows a tattered 
hegear, with optirmed empty hat. made 
the rounds of the trnin, promisiriy bless- 
ings from Heaven if any one of us would 
but contribute a divsicife (ten Hath: pen- 
nies) toward hits support. 

Alongside the cars squatted a row of 
Lidian and choke women selling beer, 
front, and wmpaiedus, the latter a sort of 
strall ment pre folded) over on the edges 
and containing within tts phlimp form 
meat, cr meat and potatoes, with a 
bountiful seasoning af red peppers ground 
fine. 

Yotrng men still tearing on their coat 
lapels rosettes of red, vellow, and green, 
the Bolivian colors, in commemoration at 
the centennial fiestas just over, were 
ereeting others in typical Latin-American 
fashion, the afvaze, a5 they descended 
from the train—that is, by gripping one 
hand, drawing the object of the salutation 
to him, and patting fim on the back with 
the free hand. 

The roofs of VWincha ate thatcher 
mainly with harley straw, but the ral- 
way sheds and more pretentious builil- 
tigs are roofed with galvanized sheeting. 
Neat the ticket window soiled placards 
still announoed, tor the carly days of 
Aupust, “Solemn Coronation of Cur Lady 
of Copacibann.” 

This coronation takes place every year, 
in the Tittle town of Copacabana, before 
preparation for the planting of the crops, 
and ten thousand or more Indians from

(iver land, tiled and anturned alike, wan- 
dered herds of sheep, llamas, mules, oxen, 
and pigs in search of sustenance which 
only a Rolivinn Indian eqald expect them 
to find, The erownd lay dry and red and 
dusty, so that the very. sheep and Hamas 
were tinted by it (see illostration, page 
215, and Color Plate ITT). 

Presently the land grew manifestly 
richer aml darkened inte manve, while 
hills took on brown and warm gambeare, 
Some ducks flew ap out of anarrow pool 
neir the tracks, Flocks. and hers m- 
creased in aize-and nomber, Veretation 
heeati to appear about tiny dwellings.

One enters this miity on the east Tyo 
stone stairway of 8 or 10 broad, well 
preserved steps, about 20 feet hay, 
flanked by two tmeniliths and leadmg up 
to the level of the quadrangle. 

In the nortiwestern angle of Kala- 
sasava the Great Portal, Sanetuary, or 
Gateway of the Sun, as it is variously 
known, is the mist interesting single por- 
tion of the ruins to the enst of the vil- 
lage. Once recumbent, itis now standing 
upright, restored, though tnfortunately 
broken through the upper section to the 
top of the decrway Ty a bolt of lightning, 
it is thought, aml the two ports Test 
obliquely against each other. 

This famous door, like others of Tin- 
huanact, was shaped from a single block 
of gray volcanic rock about 16 imches 
thick. Standing erect, it meénsures some 
tt hy 15 feet and faces toward the east. 
Its central doorway measures 4'> feet in 
height and 2h) in width, 

This surprising facade is wondertully 
ornamented in low relief upon the eastern 
side above the door, The western face 
is comparatively plain, On either side of 
the door, on the west, Is a niche about 1 
foot wide by 214 feet high and 4 mches 
decp, Above each are two smaller miches 
in the upper part of the stone, about 6 
inches wide, 1 foot high, and approsi- 
mitely of the sime depth as the larger 
Lt,

Chotside the church gates stand two great 
idols fashioned among the Tiahuanacy 
rns: While I stood in contemplation 
hefore one of them, suddenly avery mod- 
ern focthall Innded upon its worn stone 
nose and bounced off into the eager arms 
of ragged littl boys playing in the square 
between the church and market place. 
History was far from their thonphts, 

As we were leaving ‘Tinhuanacn small 
live pteéw clamorous in their desire to 
sell ts auonalitos, We bought many, 
ranging trom § to 45 cents (about 2 2 to 
(2 American penmies) each, depending 
on their size and excellence of worknian- 
ship. The airvings, which consisted chiefly 
of two of the best idols, were in the like- 
ness of the jaguar, and had been done in 
sanpstone from the adjacent mountains. 
When this soft stone is long exposed to 
the air, it_grows larder, and the efforts 
of the vouthfal seulpters often result in 
rather good and lasting work. 

[tts a 14-mile hike to Guaqui port, and 
we started off at g o'cloek mm the morning 

with two boysdriving a well-laden burro, 
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At 12:30 we were in old Spanish Gua- 
qui, and a half hour later we had reached 
its fake port, two miles farther on, 

Save for the railway station, a small 
hotel, quarters for a regiment of in- 
fantry, and the custombonse, there is very 
little te the port, Its importance has 
steadily decreased since the opering, some 
yeors ago, of a quick railway service be- 
tween La Paz and Arica, Chile; so that 
a great partoof the freight and [restr 
ger traffic formerly landing at Mollenda 
and reaching [a Paz vin Lake Titicaca 
ho longer comes over that route. 


THE WORLDS HIGHEST NAVIGABLE LAKE 


Three steamers ply the waters of ‘Titi- 
caca between Onaga, in Bolivia, and the 
port of Puno, Peru, The largest, the 
fnea, 228 feet Jong, with zo-foot bear, 
was luoit in Hull, England, lreught to 
the Bolivian plateat in sections, assem: 
bled there, and then pot into service on 
Titicaca, the world's highest mavigalile 
ike (sce ilhistration, page 243). 

But we trevelers in Avmara Land hail 
no ambition to take one of these steamers 
to Copacahana, for this would have meant 


a delay of two or three days im Guaqui; 
so we negotiated for a sailing. vessel, 


We were not as well versed then ¢ither 
about geography or about the Avmari 
mind as we were soon to become, and 
whetl a coppery-tinted son of Belial prom- 
ised that his beat would land us withemt 
inil in Copacabana: harbor before sunset, 
we believed him and went to lunch in 
the Guagqui hostelry with light hearts, 
What we should have done wae to have 
tied a rock about his neck and dropped 
him into the lake some oom feet from 
shore, where the cows of the port could 
have trampled him into the mud on their 
way out to feed in the peed marshes. 

That, however, is another stery—a try- 
ing prelude to our journey to one of the 
world's ereatest shrines, Mary, the Vir- 
gm of Copacabana (see, alsa, text, page 
213), and to the Islands of the Sun and 
Moon, set like gems in that great cobalt- 
tinted Inke, carltest seats of the old Inca 
rulers, who created a mighty empire be- 
fore the advent of the Spaniards.
